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This research is dedicated to the memory of Ellen Nadine (Adams) Veach, b. 1943, d. 2017. 
About ten years ago she first exposed me to our shared ancestor, James Scudder Chinn, and 
his parents, Chichester and Sally (Jackson) Chinn. 


Public Domain 


This work is hereby placed in the public domain, as nearly all personal genealogical publications 
should be. Doing so increases the odds that such research is accurate and any conclusions 
drawn are reasonable. It also leaves behind clues to facilitate the research of others. 
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Summary 

Sally Jackson married Chichester Chinn in Connersville, Fayette County, Indiana about one 
year after the 1820 Census had been enumerated. It is believed that she died about 1827, after 
the birth of her undocumented third child, who presumably died as an infant. The identity of her 
father is unknown, though the obituaries of both of her known children claim that she shared 
ancestry with General Andrew Jackson, as well as with Sir Walter Scott, author of Ivanhoe. 
While the Scott lineage is verifiable (Sir Walter Scott’s great grandfather, Sir Walter “Beardie” 

Scott, b. 1653, d. 1729, is the ancestor who we share with the famed author), our Jackson 
heritage is not. 

Since she married so soon after the 1820 Census, the odds are fairly good that Sally’s father was 
enumerated at that time, and thus the 1820 Census from Fayette County or surrounding counties 
may include him. But 1821 was a time of considerable migration into Indiana, which was on 
account of the anticipation of additional lands being ceded from the Native Americans and being 
made available for settlement. The two main Jackson families of interest in this research were 
both poised on (or perhaps just inside) the edge of the Delaware New Purchase, which had 
been acquired through the Treaty of St. Mary’s in 1818. As such, there is also a possibility that 
Sally’s father did not linger long in the area, quickly moving to newly available cheap land. If so, 
it is possible that he left no trace in public records in Fayette County, Indiana or the surrounding 
vicinity. 

It is presumed that Sally was around the typical age of 18 years old when she married, as an 
unsourced Find A Grave memorial (#373370002) has Chichester’s date of birth as 31 Oct 1803 (if 
this is correct, he was only 18 years old at the time, which was a few years younger than the 
prevailing norm of that era - Census records record that he was born between 1800 and 1810). It 
would have been exceedingly rare in that time period for her to have married before the age of 16 
(generally, only orphans would marry as early as age 16). But if she married at age 16 she would 
have been enumerated as a 10-15 year old. If this was the case, there existed many more 
potential fathers living in and around Fayette County. So any analysis of her paternity is highly 
speculative, and needs to be taken with a grain of salt, unless additional facts sufficiently support 
a particular hypothesis. Autosomal DNA results may also help to confirm or refute such 
speculation. 

Of the Jacksons who were enumerated in the 1820 Census in Fayette County, Wayne County 
(which abuts to the north) and Franklin County (currently only abuts to the south, though at the 
time it also included most of present-day Union County to the east), there are only the following 
Jackson men whose households included a female aged between 16 and 25 years of age, all of 
whom were living in Wayne County, Indiana at the time: 

1. William Jackson, Senior. He is known to have had a daughter named Abigail, who 
would be a match to the one 16-25 year old female in his household. She never married, 
but William is known to have also had a much older married daughter named Sarah (wife 
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of an unknown Jackson). William’s family seems to be well documented on page 37 of 
The Jackson Genealogy by J. Montgomery Seaver (1927) and by a Rush County, Indiana 
deed that divided his property among his surviving heirs, as documented in The Family of 
William Jackson & Abigail Gillum, 1760-1974 by Robert Franklin Jackson (1974). He 
would seem not to have been Sally’s father. 

2. James Jackson. He settled in Wayne County possibly as early as 1812 and served in 
the militia there during the War of 1812 (such service would have been between 1814 and 
1815). He lived about 4-5 miles due north of Connersville, near the southern boundary of 
Wayne County. He also lived 7-8 miles due east of Micajah Jackson. His property was 
located at the intersection of the roads to Bentonville and Connersville. It is only 
somewhat possible that he was related to William and Micajah, since they arrived in 
Indiana at different times, and weren’t living in close proximity to one another. Listed after 
him in the 1820 Census were the households of Daniel and Ebenezer Jackson. Daniel 
likely patented land the following year in Henry County and was probably James’ son 
(William also had a son named Daniel of similar age, so it is very difficult to clearly 
untangle these two men). At least one source states that Daniel died in 1823. Ebenezer 
died in Montgomery County, Indiana in 1825. James had a daughter named Rebecca 
who was born in 1802, which would seem to account for the 15-25 year old female in his 
1820 Census household. James apparently followed his daughter and son-in-law Isaac 
Hardin to the western edge of Marion County, Indiana in the 1840s. He died there in 1845 
and is buried just over the county line in Hendricks County, Indiana. 
(htt p://www.usaennet.org/usa/Wcountv/warren/1903 his 6 war.htm ). 

James was known to have had two sons, Carter T. Jackson and Newton Jefferson 
Jackson (the latter was said to have been born in Bourbon County, Kentucky in 1809, but 
no tax record exists there for his father between 1807 and 1811 (both James and 
Ebenezer are found in tax records of Woodford County, Kentucky in 1810, as well as in 
the Census there). They married Leavell sisters. Interestingly, Carter’s daughter Louisa 
married Washington Penn Gates, the son of Chichester Chinn’s sister, Martha. 

3. Micajah Jackson. He patented land in Fayette County less than two weeks before 
Sally’s wedding. His property was located about 7 or 8 miles northwest of Connersville 
and about 1 mile southwest of Bentonville (which wasn’t platted until 1838). Micajah and 
William patented land around the same time - Micajah in Fayette County, and William 
immediately to the west in abutting Rush County. In 1831, William patented land in 
Fayette County less than a mile from Micajah’s farm. They were likely brothers. He 
would seem to be the best prospect to have been Sally’s father. Key details of this 
Micajah Jackson can be found in his widow’s War of 1812 Pension File at Fold3.com . 
Those details help to prevent him being confused with a different Micajah Jackson who 
died in Morgan County, Indiana sometime between 1840 and 1850. 

But it remains a possibility that Sally’s father was not in Fayette County or a surrounding county 
long enough to have left a paper trail. If so, the odds are miniscule of ever discovering his 
identity. 
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What follows is a timeline of facts gathered in arriving at the above analysis. The hope is that 
some other researcher might encounter this document armed with additional facts or verifiable 
family lore and can provide a better and clearer answer to the mystery of Sally (Jackson) Chinn’s 
paternity. Also included after the timeline are a number of biographies, as well as several 
references to genealogies of Andrew Jacskon’s ancestors. 
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Timeline for Micajah Jackson and James Jackson

James Jackson’s Census record reports that he was born within this range of 
years. The children in his 1820 Census household are presumed to have been 
his only children born by that year, since no earlier marriage records are found for 
a Jackson in either Wayne or Fayette County. As such, he was likely born closer 
to 1778 or 1779, based upon the ages of children in his household. 

1809 

Newton Jefferson Jackson, James’ son, was said to have been born in Bourbon 
County, Kentucky. Thomas Scott Chinn, father of Chichester Chinn, was taxed 
in neighboring Harrison County, Kentucky most years between 1810 and 1819, 
and appeared at least once paying tax in 1795 in Bourbon County. In the 1810 
Census, there were no James Jacksons listed in Bourbon County, though there 
were men of that name in seven other counties. 


Wilkes County, North Carolina 

1811 Mayll Micajah Jackson was the bondsman for the marriage between Richard Cook

located 2.5 miles from the SW tip of Wayne County, where it abuts Fayette County.

Wayne County, Indiana (which abuts Fayette County), the following were all found 
on page 26 of 57: 

Micajah Jackson, whose household includes one daughter aged 16-25 . Aaron 
Cook (who posted Micajah’s marriage bond in 1814) was his neighbor. On 28 Jul 
1819, Aaron Cook had received the patent to 40 acres of land in the SE corner of 
Wayne County, which was located two miles west of Boston, Indiana. 

William Jackson, Snr, was listed three households later. It included one 
daughter aged 16-25 . He is said to have had a daughter named Abigail who 
would fit that age range. 

William Jackson, no match to Sally. He was listed two households before 
Micajah. 

The following households were listed adjacent to one another on page 36 of 57: 
James Jackson, aged 26-44. It contained one female aged 16-25 . 

Ebinezer Jackson. It contained no females aged 16-25. 

Daniel Jackson. It contained no females aged 16-25. 

Rebecca Jackson, daughter of James Jackson, married Isaac Harding in 
Wayne County, Indiana. 

James Jackson patented an additional 160 acres described as the SE Va of 
Section 14, Township 15 N, Range 12 E. 

A meeting was held at the school house near James Jackson’s place in 
Washington Township, Wayne County, Indiana.

Chichester Chinn married Sally Jackson, Connersville, Fayette County, 

Indiana. 

Rush County i/i/as created from the Delaware New Purchase. It was located on 
Fayette County’s western border. 

Shelby County was created from the Delaware New Purchase. It i/i/as located 
east and south of present-day Indianapolis and west of Rush County. 

Henry County was created from the Delaware New Purchase. It was located 
abutting north of Fayette County’s northern border. 

Micajah Jackson received a patent for land in Fayette County, Indiana described 
as the E Vz NE % of Section 23, Township 15, Range 11 (Posey Township). 

James Scudder Chinn was born in Shelby County, Indiana. Missouri Certificate 
of Death #32304 (father: Chicheater Chinn, mother: Sallay Jackson. Reported 
by Roy Chinn).

1830s “Granny” Amelia Jackson was a charter member of the Lily Creek Christian 

Church in Alexandria, Madison County, Indiana.

Two sons and others believed to have been her children were buried in the 
Church cemetery. 

The Lily Creek Cemetery once surrounded one of the earliest churches in 
Monroe Township, the Lily Creek Christian Church organized in 1831 by 
area pioneers including Micajah Chamness, Sr., the first to enter the land 
that is now Alexandria. Church member, Mrs. Heritage, a granddaughter 
of Micajah, was interviewed in the early 20th century: 

"They [the congregation] held meetings before the Lily Creek 
Church was built. They met from house to house. You know they 
did not have tables in those days. They took a chair and turned it 
upside down and placed a Bible on it to read the scripture. They 
met at the homes of Amelia Jackson 's, Leah Stroud's and James 
Ellis...After the meeting they all shook hands and asked their 
friends home to dinner. 

"No, there were not many [members], but I can tell all the charter 
members of this early church. They were Granny Jackson, 
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James Ellis and his wife Caroline, Moses Cole and his wife Jane, 
Daniel Black and his wife, William Cole and his wife, and Daniel 

Franklin was the preacher." 


When enough money was raised and volunteers enlisted, church members built in 
1840 a log house of worship in the middle of the present site of the cemetery. 
Evidently, from the death dates on several gravestones, the ground was used for 
burials before the log church was built. Infant Hiron Cole died on February 21, 
1839, less than two months old, and adult Susan Gorden was probably one of the 
earliest burials. She died in 1834 at fifty-four years of age. Perhaps, the owner of 
the land had already donated a portion to be used as a neighborhood graveyard. 
Mrs. Heritage continues: 

"Why, I can remember the first time I went to the Lily Creek 
Christian Church [building]. I was three years old. Now this was in 
1844. My father [Micajah Cham ness, Jr.] took me, and it was my 
grandmother's funeral, and Daniel Franklin preached the funeral 
sermon. I know about my...grandmother... It was very lonely here 
for my grandmother, and for three years she saw no white person 
besides her family. The Indians...were very friendly however."

Biographies 

Nancy Scott (Chinn) Davidson 

The obituary of Nancy Scott (Chinn) Davidson, the daughter of Chichester and Sally (Jackson) 
Chinn, from Richmond Republican, Richmond, Ray County, Missouri on Thursday, 24 October, 
1907 (courtesy of Karen Hill-Walker on 10 Feb 2019): 

“Nancy Scott Chinn Davidson was born on a farm at Indianapolis, Ind. on March 
23, 1823. She was the daughter of Chichester Chinn and Sally Jackson. In her 
veins ran the same blood which made the famous Andrew the General. From her 
grandmother, Nancy Scott, she inherited in direct line from Sir Walter Scott the 
blood of swarthy clansman and the character and sense of duty which placed the 
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Scottish blood among the foremost of the world's sons and daughters. At the age 
of 17 years she was united in marriage to William H. Davidson. To this union 
were born ten children, four of whom preceeded [sic] her in death. Surviving are: 

Andrew J., Franklin P., Martha Emerick, Arizona Faught, David T. (Turpie), 
and Robert Lee. 

‘‘At the age of 19 years she was united with the Christian Church at Lamport, Ind. 

All through her life crowned her profession with all the strength of consecrated 
Christian womanhood. Ten years ago her husband was taken away and 
widowhood drew its curtain around her life. Four years ago she i/i/as stricken with 
paralysis which left her an invalid dependent upon the kindly ministrations of 
those she loved and who in return loved her. 

‘‘Not being able to walk she i/i/as placed in her chair daily near the windows where 
she could look out over the broad fields and watch the growing crops, which held 
happy memories of other days. Patient, ever growing more mellow day by day, 
hanging by the frail stalk of old age, a rustle of the withered leaves, a bending of 
the aged tree before the autumnal blast, and Nancy Scott Chinn Davidson went 
home to be with the Autor [sic] and Furnisher of her faith. Sept. 30th, 1907 aged 
84 years. 

‘‘No said requiem of life's failure but the triumphant note of victory "Oh death where 
is they sting? Oh grave where is thy victory?" The funeral service i/i/as held at the 
home over which for sixty-two years she had presided as wife and mother, Rev. 

Morgan E. Crenge presiding, who gave a glowing tribute to Christian 
womanhood. 

‘‘In the Citizen's cemetery at Rochester, Ind. we laid her, waiting for the 
resurrection. 

“G." 

James Scudder Chinn 

An unsourced biography of James Scudder Chinn, son of Chichester and Sally (Jackson) Chinn: 

"James S. Chinn, who lived on the farm now occupied by his son Roy, five miles 
south of Hale (Missouri), since 1866, died at that place on Oct 18, 1913, thus one 
of this vicinity’s honored citizens has passed to his reward. Mr. Chinn has been 
quite feeble for several years, and became much weaker several weaks ago, and 
his death was expected hourly for the week previous to the time it came. 
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"The deceased was born in Indianapolis, Indiana, on Nov. 6,1825. On Feb. 7, 

1847, he married Sarah Stoner, who preceded him to the other shore more than 
twenty-one years. 

"To this union were born 8 children. They are: James 1/1/. Chinn, Bosworth, 
Missouri; 1/1/m. H. Chinn, Girand [sic: Girard], Kans; Mrs. Eliza A. Condie, St. Louis, 
Missouri; Mrs. Irene Adams, Girand, Kans; Leroy Chinn, Hale, Mo.; Mrs. Sarah E. 
Lafern, Montreal, Canada; Elyssus G. Chinn, Dayton, Ore.; and Jacob 1/1/ Chinn, 
Florence, Colorado. All except the latter two were here at the time of his demise. 
Two nephews - Thos. and James Wilson of Valparaiso, Ind., arrived too late to 
attend the funeral. 

"Mr. Chinn's father was Chichester Chinn. And his mother was Sally Jackson, 
and in his veins ran the same blood which made the famous Gen. Andrew 
Jackson. From his grandmother, Nancy Scott, he inherited in direct line from Si r 
Walter Scott the blood of swarthy clansman and the character and sense of duty 
which placed the Scottish blood among the foremost of the world's sons and 
daughters. 

"When but a youth, Mr. Chinn joined the Baptist Church, but for the past thirty-five 
years he was a member of the Christian Church. In 1866 he and his family moved 
to this vicinity and since that time he has been one among our Farmers who has 
helped every endeavor to upbuild and better the morals and enterprises of the 
state. 

"He was a member of the Odd Fellows Lodge for more than a guarter of a century, 
and was a director of the People’s Bank of Hale. 

"Funeral services were held Tuesday Afternoon, Oct. 21, at the Elizabeth Church 
conducted by Elder E.L. Buch, pastor of the Christian Church of Carrollton, and 
the body was laid to rest beside that of his wife in Hurricane Cemetery."

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Isaac Jackson and wife, received 9 Mo. 10, 1725, dated 1 
Mo. 28, 1725, from Carlow Monthly Meeting, County Car- 
low, Ireland. 

Anthony Jackson, born at Eccleston, Parish of St. Michael, 
Lancashire, England, removed, in 1649, with his elder brother. 
Richard Jackson, sometime soldier in the Parliamentary Army, 
and settled at Lurgan, County Armagh, Ireland. Here they 
were among the first converts to Quakerism in Ireland. In 1655 
they removed to Cavan, where Anthony probably resided the re¬ 
mainder of his life. In 1670, and as late as 1681, he is men¬ 
tioned in Besse as suffering persecution and imprisonment for 
non-payment of tithes. 

Isaac Jackson (1665-1750), son of Anthony, was married 3

Mo. 29, 1696. at Oldcastlc Mtg., Co. Meath, to Ann Evans, 
daughter of Rowland Evans, of Ualliloing, Co. Wicklow. After 
residing for some years at Oldcastlc and Clonerany. Co. Wen* 
ford, they removed, alxnit 1706-07. to Rallytorc, Co. Kildare. 
From here they removed to Pennsylvania, faking passage at Dub- 
lin on the Sizargk, and reached New Castle, on Delaware, 9 
Mo. 11, 1725. They proceeded at once from New Castle to the 
home of a son-in-law, Jeremiah Starr, who had married a daugh¬ 
ter, Rebecca Jackson, at Ballytore, 11 Mo. 10, 1716, and had 
settled in London Grove Twp., Chester Co. An extended record 
of the descendants of Isaac Jackson’s ten children will be found 
in Haliiday Jackson's Jackson Family and in History of Ches¬ 
ter County, p. 610. 
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
